As California’s marijuana vote draws near, debate rages on health effects 


WALNUT CREEK, Calif. Pot, with its pungent smell, be- 
came a symbol of the 1960s. 

Bill Clinton tried it, but he said he didn^t inhale. Co- 
medians joked about burned-out dopers with brains 
altered by a variety of drugs, including pot. College 
students and young professionals passed around joints 
at parties and wondered: Why all the fuss? 

Four decades later, Californians will decide Nov 


2 whether to legalize recreational use of the drug. 
Proposition 19 would allow those 21 or older to pos- 
sess as much as an ounce of marijuana and to grow it 
in spaces of 25 square feet or less. 

Although marijuana has been in use for years, 
voters will head to the polls with only a hazy under- 
standing of its health effects. Here’s a look at some of 
the facts and figures floating around, mct

SO, HOW ADDICTIVE IS IT? 

One study found that one out of every 10 or 11 
people who use marijuana will develop an abuse or 
dependence problem, according to the Contra Costa 
Times. That compares to one out of three people 
who use tobacco, one out of six who drink alcohol, 
one out of six who use cocaine, and one out of five 
who use heroin.

WHAT DOES THE 
RESEARCH SAY? 

Research has been dif- 
ficult because the drug 
is illegal, and the lim- 
ited studies that have 
been done often paint 
conflicting pictures. 
Among the murky 
areas: 

» Marijuana smoke is 
laced with carcinogens 
and can lead to respira- 
tory problems, but no 
link has been estab- 
lished with lung cancer. 
Some studies sug- 
gest the drug’s active 
ingredient may even 
have anti-cancerous 
properties. 

It can beaddlCttH- 

one federal survey 
found that 4.3 million 
people had a prob- 
lem with marijuana 
abuse or dependence 
in 2009-but research 
indicates it may not be 
as addictive as other 
drugs or alcohol. 

» While people are 
under its influence, 
marijuana can impair 
memory and hinder 
the brain’s cognitive 
abilities. Whether such 
effects are long-lasting 
is not clear. 

» In rare instances, it 
can lead to psychotic 
episodes, but whether 
it can be linked to men- 
tal illness in vulnerable 
people remains an 
open question.

Mike Me2yan’s paddle slaps the little orange 
ball. Ping! In a split second, the ball flies, 
bounces on a hard, purple tabletop too fast for 
his opponent to successfully swat it. Pong! 

“It’s a lot harder than it looks,” said Mezyan, 
31, who plays regularly at the Chi-Slam Table 
Tennis Club in West Town. “People think it’s 
just hitting the ball, but there’s a lot of ele- 
ments— speed, control, angles, spins, foot- 
work. You have to be fast and have good stam- 
ina for it.” 

No doubt, the ball is rolling on this sport. 
An estimated 19.3 million people in the 
U.S. — up from 12.7 million in 2000 —play table 
tennis, also commonly referred to as pingpong, 
according to the Sporting Goods Manufactur- 
ers Association, which represents equipment 
producers.

type. It’s something you can do casually or a sport 
you can take up as an enthusiast.” 

Players say table tennis is an intense, competi- 
tive and addictive sport that gives a good cardio 
workout. On a recent night at Chi- Slam Table Ten- 
nis Club, where players practice and take lessons, 
competitors wiped their faces with towels and 
downed sports drinks between matches. 

“It’s the best exercise. You use your eyes. You 
use your brain,” said Ardy Taveerasert, coach and 
director of the Chi-Slam club. “Tbu use every part 
of your body to play pingpong and you don’t get 


injuries because there’s not much physical contact. 

“It’s such an equalizer. I’ve lost to little, skinny 
lo-year-old kids and then the next day I’ll lose 
against a 68-year-old retired person,” said Bernar- 
do Gomez, 41, a creative art director who lives in 
Andersonville. 

Steve Tricarico, general manager of Alarket, sees 
table tennis as more of a social sport emerging at bars. 

“It’s one of those things now that we’re seeing in 
a lounge environment. We’re finding out it’s really 
cool,” he said. 

Market set up two professional pingpong tables 
in its enclosed patio area. “When it’s winter, you’ve 



got something to do inside,” he said. 

Not to mention, the matches can get heated, 
said Anthony LanFranca, 36, who a couple ofweeks 
ago teamed up with his girlfriend, Katie Calaway 
28, at the Chicago Sport & Social Club league as 
one of a dozen teams to play pingpong. 

“When you get a good slam, it’s like scoring a 
touchdown,” LanFranca said.

NIU ON LOCKDOWN 

CAMPUS UNEASY AS POLICE REVEAL FEW DETAILS ABOUT MISSING STUDENT

Unease and fear hit the 
Northern Illinois University 
campus Sunday as dormito- 
ries remained on lockdown 
and students waited to hear 
if remains found in a heav- 
ily wooded park belonged to 
one of their own. 

From campus elevators 
to the NIU bleachers as the Huskies beat Central 
Michigan University on Saturday night, the talk 
on campus centered around freshman Antinette 
“Toni” Keller. She disappeared Oct. 14 after telling 
friends she was going for a walk toward Prairie Park, 
just south of Route 38. 

“She’s a young girl who went off to school and had 
everything waiting for her ... and it just stopped,” 
said Mary Tarling, Keller’s cousin and a family 
spokeswoman. “It’s hard not to have that hit your 
heart. 

‘Anyone who saw something, even if it might not 
have seemed important then, it might be now.” 

Authorities on Saturday said they discovered hu-

man remains in Prairie Park nine days after Keller, 
18, of southwest suburban Plainfield, reminded her 
friends to call her once they were out of class. The 
remains were found with various items consistent 
with some of Keller’s belongings, DeKalb police 
Chief Bill Feithen said, declining to be specific. The 
remains appeared to be there for short time after 
Keller’s disappearance, he said. 

NIU attracts students predominately from the 
Chicago area and was the scene of a grisly shooting 
on Valentine’s Day 2008 that left six people dead, 
including the shooter, and wounded more than a 
dozen others. 

Fearing the worst, Keller’s friends returned to the 
same steps outside their dormitory Sunday where 
they always gathered to strum guitars and smoke 
cigarettes. 


Friends said it was normal for Keller, sketchbook 
and camera in hand, to take what she called “art ad- 
ventures”— to get away and find inspiration from 
the outdoors. 

But they got worried when she didn’t return their 
calls. 

The next day the group of inseparable friends 
knew something was wrong. Marissa Gill decided 
to report her missing. 

“If something happened, I wanted them to find 
her fast,” said Gill, a junior from Rockford. 

While authorities were notified and began their 
search, Keller’s friends also were on the hunt. Ben 
Yamamoto, a freshman from Lake Zurich, said he 
went out to Prairie Park, a heavily wooded 150 -acre 
park with a walking trail, three times during the 
week hoping to find “anything.” 

“I just wanted to find her,” Yamamoto said. 

At Keller’s dorm, Neptune Hall, students lament- 
ed their potential loss. 

“Last night was probably one of the hardest 
nights we’ve ever had to go through,” said sopho- 
more Brooke Bocek, 20. “Everyone was crying. 
Here at Neptune, we’re pretty much family”

Haiti’s cholera death toll rises 


PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti The confirma- 
tion of five cholera cases in Haiti’s 
capital is a “very worrying development,” a 
U.N. spokeswoman said. 

Public health officials are working 
to keep the country’s cholera outbreak 
from spreading in Port-au-Prince, Haiti, 
where tens of thousands of people still 
are living in sprawling tent cities after 
January’s devastating 7.0 -magnitude 
earthquake. 

The fast-moving outbreak has claimed 
at least 253 lives on the impoverished is- 
land nation, and another 3,015 cases have 
been reported, according to Haiti’s health 
ministry

five patients were infected north of the 
capital, and those confirmed cases do not 
mean cholera has spread to Port-au-Prince, 
said Imogen Wall, spokeswoman for the 
U.N. Office for the Coordination of Hu- 
manitarian Affairs in Haiti. 

“Our response system worked, but obvi- 
ously this is a very worrying development,” 


she said. 

The five patients in Port-au-Prince were 
infected in Artibonite, north of the capi- 
tal, Wall said. They traveled to the nation’s 
main city where health officials discovered 
them to be infected within the incubation 
period, she said. 

The five have been isolated and are re- 
ceiving treatment, she said. 

Meanwhile, officials are stepping up san- 
itation efforts and setting up quarantine 
areas in Port-au-Prince. And authorities 
are bracing themselves for a possible larger 
outbreak nationwide. 

“I think the only responsible thing we 
can do at the moment is prepare and plan 
for the worst case scenario,” Wall said.

Navy deploys 
graphic novels 
for education 

□ SAN DIEGO To help prepare Navy medi- 
cal corpsmen for the stress and danger of 
Afghanistan deployments, the U.S. Navy has 
turned to a modern form of popular culture: the 
graphic novel. Although graphic novels fill sev- 
eral shelves at most large bookstores, their use 
by the military is relatively new and represents 
a break from the usual training material that is 
heavy on the didactic and light on anything that 
could be labeled as entertainment. 

That’s where “The Docs” comes in. It fol- 
lows four fictional corpsmen as they deploy 
to Iraq and encounter combat, blood, death 
and emotional tumult— elements common to 
graphic novels. The emphasis is on storytelling 
and realism, including drawings of Marines and 
sailors gravely wounded by sniper fire, roadside 
bombs, and artillery rounds. 

The hope among Navy and Marine Corps of- 
ficials is that the 200 -page “The Docs” will be a 
page-turner for corpsmen.

Winning ugly is acceptable. Losing ugly is just, well, ugly 
The Bears have done both this season. Guessing which Bears 
team shows up is almost as enjoyable as watching the Bears team 
that actually does show up. 

Sunday's 17-14 loss to Washington at Soldier Field definitely was 
hard to watch, not only because the Bears played so poorly, but 


also because they played so poorly yet still had a chance to win. 

Like so many other times this year, however, the Bears' injuries 
were self-inflicted. Sacks, penalties, turnovers and questionable 
coaching decisions were simply too much to overcome.

Cutler throws his 
second interception to Hall, who returns it 92 yards for a 
touchdown. Just like that, the Bears are down 17-10. 



UGLY 

Matt Forte fumbles 

Playing from behind, the Bears 
are driving early in the fourth 
quarter and find themselves at the 
Washington 35 after a pass to Greg 
Olsen and runs by Devin Hester 
and Matt Forte. Then, Forte fumbles 
after catching an 11-yard pass from 
Cutler at the Redskins 24. The ’Skins 
recover it. 

UGLIER 

Cutler picked off-again 

Washington could not capital- 
ize on the Forte fumble, but when 
the Bears get the ball back. Cutler 
throws interception No. 3 to Hall- 
at the Bears’ 13. The Bears dodge a 
bullet, though, when Graham Gano 
misses a 37-yard field goal. “Even 
with the amount of takeaways, 
amount of turnovers we had, we still 
put ourselves in position to make a 
comeback in the end, but we came 
up a little bit short,” Smith said.
